“On untreated sandy soil we obtain- 
ed $10.85 per acre from the wheat crop. 
On soil-where lime _was used the acre 
value was’ $25.11 above the cost of 
treatment. Where limé and complete 
fertilizers were added, the acre. value 
was $66.00 above the-cost of the lime 
and fertilizer. The fertilizer consisted: 
of one hundred pounds of nitrate of 
soda, one-half being applied at the 
time of seeding, and the remainder in 
the.spring as a top dressing, two hun- 
dred and fifty pounds of acid phosphate 
and one hundred pounds of potash ap- 
plied to the previous crop. :
